The call was received 
from Burton Burton at 556 
Camillo, in what is more 
commonly known as the 
Neutzel Tract. 

Ehigine 424 responded to 
the scene of the fire, which 
was brush on one of the 
vacant lots in 3 minutes and 
14 seconds, and found that 
Truck 422 had arrived one 
minute earlier and had the 
situation under control. En¬ 
gine 423 responded in 4 
minutes 24 seconds and was 
used, with crew, as standby 
at the comer of Foothill 
and Camillo. 

The fire was extinguished 
by the booster line of Truck 
422, assisted by 424, with 17 
regular firefighters and one 
reserve answering the call. 

Bobby Clark, Chief in 
Charge, estimated that no 
damage was done, hut that 
the fire had probably been 
caused by a carelessly 
tossed cigarette into the 
highly flammable brush 
along the roadway. 

Truck, Engines and men 
were released at 6:40 to se¬ 
cure for the next c-all. At 
approximately 7:30 the 
Sierra Madre Unit was put 
on standby on Civil Defense 
for the Glendora Fire.
